by affirmative a very strong point 
was made of what has already been 
accomplished by the League of Na¬ 
tions in maintaining peace. Since its 
establishment, twenty-three prob¬ 
lems of arbitration have been dealt 
with, all of a provocative nature, and 
ten at least of' which, were quits- as 
serious as those which brought aliout 
the world war. This argument was 
amplified considerably, with a num¬ 
ber of specific cases given of mutters 
between nations which had been am¬ 
icably settled. An English statesman 
was quoted as saying that if the 
Leagurt oU “Nations, had existed in 
1914, there would have been no war. 

One factor promoting a greater 
world understanding, is the fact that 
the employees and workers in the 
La-ague of Nations are drawn from 
every nation. This World Court has 
already done much for the protection 
of small countries, and has built up 
nations depleted and exhausted by 
the war. It has proved efficient con¬ 
structively and nations, have confi¬ 
dence in its judgment. 

The negative side however, argued 
that arbitration courts were effective 
only ul* a point, and that if the 
impulse to war really existed in a 
country, arbitration would be power¬ 
less and the League of Nations itself 
would be only another “scrap of pa¬ 
per.’’ 

The few representatives of each 
country who' aie gathered at Geneva, 
are not necessarily the voice of the 
nation they represent. 

The negative side also emphasized 
strongly the way in which the na¬ 
tions are evading the standing*armies 
stipulated by the League of Nations. 
They may be allowed an army of on¬ 
ly 1(H),000 men and at the same time

Although this part of the country 
is not in close touch with the work 
of the immigration officials at the 
border cities between Canada and 
United States, judging from what 
one reads there are hardships work¬ 
ed on families which are outrage to 
humanity. 

Whether the immigration depart¬ 
ments- are putting their whole minds 
to separating ^hmilies and making 
petfple unhappy, has not yet been 
proved, but they seem to be complica¬ 
ting matters unnecessarily. 

One reads about the child of a 
Canadian mother, born in the States 
who is not allowed to come into this 
country when the mother is sent back 
t>y the United States immigration au¬ 
thorities. The child has to be plac¬ 
ed in a children’s home in the States. 
There are other instances of fathers 
held on the American side, and not 
permitted to join their children who 
are waiting in Canada. 

I The situations in the border towns, 

•• duff to the stiff enforcement of new 
immigration rulps have wreaked ex¬ 
pense and great suffering on child¬ 
ren and parents, decent people who 
might well be welcomed either in Un¬ 
ited States or Canada as- good citi¬ 
zens. The worst feature is the en¬ 
tirely unnecessary^separation of par¬ 
ents and children. 

Surely common sense and intelli¬ 
gence have some small place in the 
work of the immigration departments 
If part of the effort which is going 
into making small children unhappy, 
would go into the detection and de¬ 
tention of the criminals and racke¬ 
teers who wangle their way back and 
forth between the countries, here 
would be mor@ general respect for 
the laws and their enforcement. 

HOCKEY ON FARMS 

One hapny development of this 
winter season, which may be attrib¬ 
utable iff part to the open weather, 
is the general hockey action through¬ 
out the countryside. It enjoyed a 
popularity almost equal to the soft- 
ball interest of last summer. Every 
little district had its own hockey team 
and the puck was shooting back and 
forth on every little lake or slough. 

The lack of sport interest for the 
young people which has long beer, 
charged as a drawback in rural life, 
seems to bo disappearing along with 
other drawbacks of a more isolated 
era. It now takes only a few min¬ 
utes to reach some community cen¬ 
tre, where the neighborhood can en¬ 
gage in pleasures usually associated 
with town or city 'life. 

The numerous softball clubs which 
flourished through the summer all ov 
er the country, may have given the 
necessary impetus toward continuing 
in winter sport. At any rate good 
players are developing on the farms. 
Possibly next year may see a contin 
uation of the interest in the form of 
district leagues. 

’ Although this is not a matter ol 
deep and serious portent, yet it ar 
gues a healthy love of sport and ac¬ 
tion. Any game in which numbers of 
young people can engage provides a 
normal outlet, stirs up competitive 
interest and is generally more satis 
fying than merely watching others 
compete. It adds its little quota to¬ 
ward making the young people more 
interested in their own community 
and well deserves encouragement. 


TRAIN FOR LIFE 

A searching and critical light is be¬ 
ing turned on the present system ol 
secondary education and a great 
doubt is growing as to whether or 
not it actually is a preparation for 
life. 

World conditions are in a period of 
bewildering change, where mental and 
technical equipment which is good to 
day, may not be practically useful 
tomorrow. The business of education 
would then be not to stock up a child 
with an accumulation qf standard re¬ 
actions, but to give him the power to 
deal with new situations, to readapt 
himself to a rapidly changing world 

Dr. Watson, national educational 
authority of Detroit suggests that 
children should be developed along 
seven main lines of common life ex¬ 
perience. 1. Health, 2. personal re¬ 
lations, 3. vocations, 4 money and 
goods, 5 social order, 6 recreations, 7 
interpretations of the universe. 

This would not mean a discarding 
of the subject matter at present 
taught in the schools, so much as a 
general re-organization of this ma¬ 
terial in order that it places more 
emphasis bn actual living; Dr. Wat¬ 
son says that even though something 
is important at the age of 40, it does 
not mean that.it must be learned. 
Rut what must be learned at 14, is 
how to keep on learning so that at It 
he will be a ble to adjust himself t' 
the important new things of that age. 

Dr. Scott, superintendent of the 
Calgary schools voices something the 
same idea when he says, “It is im 
' oortant that parents and childret 
; should regard education as a process 
of individual development continuing 
j through life, rather than the mechan- I 
ical process of obtaining credit foi ! 

: the required number of units at j 
j school by external pressure brought j 
1 to bear by teachers.’^ 

It was in criticism of the prevait- 
| ing “unit” system with its rigid de- 
! mands and its discouragement ol j 
individual initiative, that Dr. Scott j 
spoke. Students not especially inter- i 
ested in purely academic work, found | 
themselves befogged in the units, j 
and might far more profitably and en 
joyably be occupied in technical lines, j 

BASIC INDUSTRIES 

It would almost appear tligt if you 
wish to succeed financially in Cana-/ 
da, the way to do it is to start a sec- j 
ondary industry, get all the protec-"j 
tion you can and then take it out of i 
the producers of the raw materials I 
and the consumers. 

Here in Alberta agriculture is at a j 
low ebb. It cannot make money at 
.thq present prices for wheat and 
most of the other commodities pro¬ 
duced. Coal mining is in a bad way , 
for lack of market, though we have 
more than- 15 per cent, of the world’s 
coal reserves underlying our rich i 
land. And jpow^ our’ oil industry, 
which js growing, and which leads all 
Canada in the production of that 
very necessary commodity, is crying 
for help. 

People of Alberta are beginning to 
vonder. It appears that any bit of 
a secondary. industry in the East can 
get. all the Government help it asks 
for just for the asking. .Ottawa 
jumps at the chance t” put up a high 
tariff to aid it. Hut in the case of 
the bfoad primary .industries, 'upon 
vhich the whole - structure of our 
prosperity must be built, there is a 
• pry great reluctance to do anything 
worth while. 

The oil industry has been the lat¬ 
est to feel tne blow. Tariffs were ad¬ 
justed to help the refineries, but the 
producers of the crude oil, the raw 
materials whirh the refineries use, 1 
are being ground down by one cut 
after another in the price paid them. 
—Lethbridge Herald.

Increase in the Eastern Provinces, 
Decrease in the Western Provinces 


An evidence of the way depressed 
times have hit Canada is shown in 
the figures on the motor car industry 
These-show that-the Maritimes have 
flourished in Canada in 1930, rather 
than more than any other part. 
Prince Edward Island in 1930 shows 
an Increase in cars of 21.81 per cent; 
New Brunswick 9.74 per cent; Nova 
Scotia, 7.55; Quebec 5.58, and On¬ 
tario, 4.16 per c^nt. 

Western provinces however, show 
much sadder conditions. British Co¬ 
lumbia has an increase of 3.52 per 
cent.; Alberta 2.45 per cent.; Manito¬ 
ba, 2.09 per cent, and Saskatchewan 
shows 913 fewer cars in 1930 than in 
1929. 

There was' an increase of cars in 
Canada in 1930 of 45,703 more than 
in 1929. And in 1930, registrations ex 
ceeded 1,200.000 altogether.

Dr. Wyatt of the soils, department, I 
Alberta University, has surveyed Al-1 
berta soil and finds it greatly differ¬ 
ing in value, with some areas distinct 
ly grain growing, others fit for pas¬ 
turage and so on. | 

A line drawn from Provost througli 
Hanna, Bassano and Coutts, with 
Saskatchewan as east boundary en- 
closes a brown soil section, an area 
of about twelve million acres. This 
“dry plains soil" is especially adapt¬ 
ed to wheat growing and grazing. It 
produces a short but nutritive grass 
and if moisture is sufficient good 
quality. 

Encircling this area on the north 
and west, is another belt of dark 
brown soil. This second area is about 
fifty miles wide. It produces a little 
better pasture, and a little more se¬ 
curity of good wheat crop. It in¬ 
cludes about twelve million acres. 

The tfiird great division is the 
parkland* belt. This is a sort of 
triangle with a northern boundary 
extending from Vermilion to Edmon- 
ton, and extending south in triangu¬ 
lar fashion to Calgary. The soil here 
is black with a clay subsoil. This is 
the natural mixed farming section 
producing surer fodder crops than 
other parts. 

There are great areas of “park- 
lands" also round (irande Prairie, 
Peace River, High Prairie, etc. 

The remainder of the province 
which is about two-thirds the entire 
area, belongs to the wooded soil belt 
which is generally less productive 
than parkland*. This wooded soil Re¬ 
quiring more of clover and such 
growths than others. Wooded soils 


While opinions vary, many leading 
oil operators are of the opinion that 
imposition of a 40 per cent “shut-in" 
conservation measure in Turner Val¬ 
ley woulc not make a very material 
difference in barrelage.

“A person who was born in Canada^ 
by Canadian parents; was bom with¬ 
in the British Empire and acquired 
Canadian domicile through five years 
of residence in Canada; or has taken 
out naturalization papers after hav¬ 
ing been five years in the Dominion.” 

Canadian nationality however out¬ 
side of Canada is considered British, j 
Internationally^ we are classed as I 
British subjects of Canadian nation- 
ality. When a foreigner becomes ! 
naturalized in Canada he becomes a 
British citizen.
